WASHINGTON— It is so secret that the key 
to So viet Russia’s war-making ability is o il. It 
is also no .secret that Russia do es no t have 
sufficient o il to co ntinue a war fo r mo re than 
two o r three mo nths. Thus she must get mo re 
o il befo re she starts ho stilities. 
This is why the little co untry o f Iran, a land 
o f No mad tribes and vast o il re.serves, may be 
the key to future peace. 
Sho uld Mo sco w be able to take o ver Iran’s 
priceless o il fields, she wo uld no t o nly 
ha\e 
eno ugh o il to wage war, but wo uld also have 
acces.s to the Indian o cean thro ugh the Persian 
gulf. This wo uld pro bably mean that India, 
Arabia, and the Near East eventually wo uld 
beco me So vietized. 
In veiw o f this, the uncenso red news o f what 
is happening in Iran to day is extremely im­ 
po rtant. 
This news is that IVIo sco w is waging a quiet 
and extremely effective campaign to take 
o v^sr 
Iran 
by friendly infiltratio n. Simullaneo usiy, 
the United States has so bungled its diplo macy 
— including o ur failure to put thro ugh a S25,- 
000.000 lo an—that Iran is o n the verge o f to ssing 
aside its traditio nal friendship with the U. S. A. 
Unquestio nably what Russia is aiming at is 
envelo pment o f Iran by peaceful means. To do 
o therwse wo uld ruin the o il supply. Fo r, any 
armed clash o ver Iran wo uld bring abo ut bo mb­ 
ing and the demo litio n o f Iran’s o il fields, thus 
defeating Mo sco w’s chief reaso n fo r taking o ver 
the co untry. 
The So viet strategy, therefo re, is to have 
Iran natio nalize her o il fields, then hire Russian 
experts to “ advise” o n o il well o peratio n. 
U. S. Bungles 
This strategy has made much mo re pro gress 
than mo st peo ple realize, and has been speeded 
up by the fo llo wing facto rs: 
1. Wiien Iran faced a famine in 1948-1950 
we hemmed, hawed, and delayed abo ut sending 
wheat. Meanwhile, o ur reputatio n as a humani­ 
tarian natio n vanished. 
2. The Anglo -Iranian Oil co mpany, o wned by 
the British go vernment, has o perated as if Iran 
were a co lo ny. 
3. We have sent Iran co nsiderably less mili­ 
tary and eco no mic aid than her neighbo rs. 
4. The $25,000,000 lo an extended by the cx- 
po rt-impo rt bank had so many co nditio ns at­ 
tached that the Iranian parliament will pro bably 
veto it. 
U. S. Ambassado r Henry Grady has been 
po unding Washingto n co rrido rs trying to pry 
lo o se the $25,000,000 in a hurry. He is getting 
no where fast. 
Meanwhile, Iran has cut o ff the 
vo ice o f 
America, has 
given free play to the vo ice o f 
Mo sco w, and has nego tiated a new trade treaty 
with Russia, 
giving favo rable treatement to 
Iranian pro ducts. In brief Mo sco w has fo und 
that friendship pays, and is wo rking at it o ver­ 
time.

President Truman wants Co ngress to vo te $16 
billio n in new taxes so we can finance o ur 
stepped-up defense pro gram as we go . But up 
to no w the lawmakers have been talking in fig­ 
ures o nly half that size. 


The Administratio n’s financial experts have 
two chief reaso ns fo r urging a pay-as-yo u-go 
system. 


First o f all, they co nsider it unwise to add 
substantially to the already huge public debt, 
which no w exceeds $250 billio n. It requires 
S 6 billio n a year just to pay the interest o n that 
o bligatio n. At the depth o f the depressio n, go v­ 
ernment o utla.v o f $7 billio n fo r all puipo .ses was 
viewed in many quarters as a co lo ssal expendi­ 
ture. 
Seco ndly, federal budget men believe heavy 
taxes are vital as an aiiti-inflatio n device. They 
co ntend that extensive bo iro wiwng has cxactl.y 
the o ppo site effect: and they marshal plenty o f 
figures to suppo rt the argument. 


In the five years o f Wo rld War II, the go v­ 
ernment bo rro wed $214 billio n, well o ver half 
o f all the mo ney it spent in that span. Co m­ 
mercial banks and the Federal Reserve sup­ 
plied $86 billio n o f the to tal, the rest co ming 
fro m individuals, savings banks, insurance co m­ 
panies, and the like. 
Mo reo ver, banks no t o nly bo ught go vernment 
bo nds themselves, but lent mo ney to their cus­ 
to mers fo r similar purchases. During the war 
their lo ans sho t up abo ut S9 billio n. 
The go vernment specialists declare that 
this 
S3 'stcm co ntributed heavily to the serio us infla­ 
tio n which hit the co untry after the war. Never 
in histo ry, the.v say, did the co untry’s supply 
o f mo ney rise so rapidly. The amo unt o f cash 
in general circulatio n catapulted ro m $7.6 bil­ 
lio n in 1939^ to $28.5 billio n in 1945. 
An even mo re vital index o f mo ney flo w, the 
size o f bank depo sits, climbed fro m $45 billio n 
to mo re than $128 billio n in the war perio d. 
Wartime co ntro ls o n materials and prices kept 
this mo ney flo o d dammed up. But when co n­ 
tro ls were lifted, the co mbinatio n o f plentiful 
mo ney and scarce go o ds sent the price level 
skyro cketing. It is this that the go vernment 
seeks to prevent ano ther time. 
Since bo rro wing has the effect o f creating 
new mo ney while taxatio n reduces the supply 
in peo ple’s hands, federal fiscal experts see no 
metho d but taxes to fo restall I'epetitio n o f the 
1946-49 price bo o m. 
The mo st seaso ned tax men o n Capito l Hill 
are sympathetic with this o bjective. But they 
are wo rried also that to o high taxatio n may 
have a destructive impact o n the eco no my in 
ano ther way; that it may dampen incentive and 
disco urage enterprise and thus put a halter o n 
o ur dynamic industrial system. 
It seems fairly certain at this mo ment that 
Co ngress will excise levies o n go o ds and higher 
individual and co rpo rate 
inco me taxes. 
The 
feeling is these catego ries can’t take 
much 
mo re o f a lo ad. 
So , if the pay-as-yo u-go aim is even to be 
appro ached, a premium wo uld seem to be o n 
new ideas in taxatio n. Unless Washingto n fiscal 
imaginatio ns can get {-« ¡king alo ng thc.se lines, 
we’re mo re likely to go deeper in debt and 
pile up mo re inflatio nary dangers.

Sedalia, she said, was 
laid out in 1357, but it was not 
until 1860 that it became the plat 
of Sedville, 160 acres of prairie 
land north of where the Missouri 
Pacific track s are now, 
and

J a nua ry, 1861 came the Missouri 
Pacific railroad which fix ed the 
town's destiny. At the close of 
1361 Sedalia had 25 families and 
after the Civil War there was a 
great influx of families from oth­ 
er stales, m any of them educated. 
A 
group of these 
men 
decided 
that the town should have a 
b ra ry and formed a library asso­ 
ciation and besides the idea of the 
library they were responsible for 
bringing the w aterw ork s here. 
In 1880 there were 38 prom in­ 
ent citizens m ade a written agree­ 
m ent to give a fix ed am ount for 
the library, M lss Lam m said, and
